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CHICAGO  --  Chicago  artist  Mychajlo  R.  Urban  will  present  a 
one  man  exhibit  of  his  drawings,  sculpture  and  reliefs  in 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  Grover  M.  Hermann  Hall 
from  February  7  through  28. 

Ukranian  by  birth,  Urban  received  his  art  education  in 
Chicago.   He  studied  at  the  Art  Institute  and  utilized  their 
Edward  L.  Ryerson  foreign  traveling  fellowship,  which  he  won 
in  1959,  to  work  and  travel  in  Spain  for  four  years. 

February  will  mark  Urban 's  first  one-man  exhibit  since 
his  return  and  will  consist  almost  entirely  of  works  done  in 
Spain.

He  said  that  the  sculpture  is  mainly  welded  steel  and  some  wood, 
and  that  he  is  working  on  a  new  method  of  combining  copper, 
brass  and  iron  in  his  reliefs.

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CHICAGO  —  The  resistance  to  nuclear  radiation  of  the  tiny 
organism  which  causes  botulism,  the  deadliest  form  of  food  poisoning 
known,  is  preventing  perfection  of  a  new  food  processing  technique 
that  promises  savings  of  millions  of  dollars  in  food  waste  and 
spoilage.   These  bacteria  can  survive  more  than  two  thousand  times 
the  radiation  fatal  to  a  human  being,  according  to  a  statement  by 
Dr.  Nicholas  Grecz,  an  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  microbiologist, 
at  a  recent  international  conference  on  food  science. 

Calling  the  microorganism  the  most  resistant  of  those  causing 
food  spoilage,  Grecz  pointed  out  that  99%  of  all  food  research  in 
the  area  of  radiation  microbiology  is  concerned  with  uncovering 
the  secret  of  its  resistance.   "This  bacterium,  called  Clostridium 
botulinum,  survives  large  doses  of  radiation,  heat,  drying,  and 
chemical  germicides  which  kill  other  bacteria  almost  instantly. 
Unfortunately  it  is  also  the  most  potent  toxigenic,  or  poison-forming, 
organism  known,"  he  said. 
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Botulism  is  due  to  a  toxin  produced  when  the  bacterium  grows  in 
a  suitable  medium,  such  as  improperly  sterilized  foods.   The  small 
rod-shaped  germs  produce  seed-like  spores.   It  is  these  spores  which 
are  incredibly  resistant,  Grecz  explained. 

Grecz  noted  that  botulism  attacks  the  nervous  system  from 
12  to  36  hours  after  spoiled  food  has  been  eaten.   The  mortality 
rate  is  about  66%  and  death  is  usually  due  to  respiratory  paralysis. 
Although  botulism  has  been  virtually  eliminated  in  the  United  States, 
there  are  still  a  number  of  outbreaks  recorded  each  year.   The 
prime  source  is  home-preserved  foods  which  have  not  been  sufficiently 
heated . 

Supported  by  a  five  year  National  Institute  of  Health  grant, 
Grecz  is  performing  basic  experiments  designed  to  determine  the 
thermodynamic  mechanisms  of  the  spores'  resistance,  and  to  discover 
whether  or  not  the  spores  act  as  transmitters  of  heat  and  radiation 
energy  without  being  seriously  affected  themselves. 

His  hypothesis  is  that  the  spore  acts  as  a  kind  of  biological 
transistor  in  the  sense  that  it  is  capable  of  converting  radiation 
energy  into  heat.   This  process  would  dissipate  a  lot  of  the  lethal 
power  of  radiation  and  frequently  leave  the  spore  unharmed. 

In  addition  to  measuring  the  chemical  and  physical  changes  of 
spores  when  subjected  to  heat  and  radiation  energy  simultaneously, 
Grecz  is  accumulating  quantitative  data  which  relate  the  conversion 

-more- 
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of  radiation  energy  into  heat  within  the  bacterial  spore.   He  is 
also  investigating  the  basic  effect  of  microwaves  and  ultrasonics 
on  the  botulinum. 

The  development  of  the  technique  of  food  processing  by  radiation 
has  focussed  new  interest  on  the  botulism  spore.   Grecz  called 
this  the  only  completely  new  food-preserving  technique  since  the 
development  of  canning  150  years  ago.   It  is  one  of  the  most 
promising  peaceful  uses  of  atomic  energy  and  will  allow  food  to  be 
transported  all  over  the  world  without  danger  of  spoilage. 

Prior  to  his  IIT  appointment  as  assistant  professor  of  microbiology, 
Grecz  was  head  of  the  U»  S.  Army's  radiation  microbiology  laboratory 
where  he  carried  out  many  experiments  on  the  botulinum's  resistance 
to  radiation.   He  did  much  of  the  microbiological  groundwork 
leading  to  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  Food  and  Drug 
Administration's  approval  of  irradiated  bacon  for  public  consumption 
last  year.   Where  it  takes  500  rads  (a  measure  of  radiation)  to  kill 
a  human  being,  not  less  than  a  million  rads  will  kill  the  botulinum 
spore.   To  be  absolutely  safe,  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
requires  4.5  million  rads  per  gram  of  bacon. 

Describing  the  new  sterilizing  technique,  Grecz  explained  that 
food  to  be  preserved  is  conveyed  past  a  radiation  source  and  sterilized 

-more- 
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by  gamma  rays.   Just  as  cooking  heat  does  not  remain  in  meat, 
but  dissipates  after  killing  bacteria,  there  is  no  residual  radiation 
in  the  food.   Grecz  compared  the  process  to  passing  food  under  a 
lamp.   The  food  is  then  preserved  in  airtight  packages  at  room 
temperature  for  months  or  years,  and  the  user  still  has  fresh  steak 
or  fruit  when  or  wherever  he  desires  it.   Unlike  canned  goods,  the 
food  remains  essentially  raw.

I  and  the  arts,  and  represent  the  viewpoints  of  industry,  the 

professions,  academic  institutions  and  government. 

Hall  is  a  specialist  in  symbolic  communications,  and  an 

authority  in  the  field  of  "proxemics,"  the  study  of  man's  use  of 

space  in  inter-personal  encounters,  and  how  this  varies  from 

culture  to  culture.   Hall  holds  that  an  understanding  of  cultural 

differences  in  this  regard  is  an  important  factor  affecting 

successful  adjustment  and  effectiveness  in  an  urban  environment. 
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Professor  Hall  is  the  author  of  numerous  books  and  articles 
in  the  field  of  anthropology .   His  volume  "The  Silent  Language" 
has  been  used  widely  by  the  government  in  training  specialists 
for  foreign  service.   He  has  taught  at  Harvard,  the  Washington 
School  of  Psychiatry,  Syracuse  University,  the  University  of 
Maryland,  Columbia  University,  Bennington  College  and  Johns  Hopkins 
University o   He  was  formerly  chairman  of  the  department  of 
anthropology  at  the  University  of  Denver,  and  professor  and 
director  of  the  Point  Four  Training  Program  in  the  Foreign  Service 
Institute  of  the  U.  S.    State  Department.   Hall  has  been  a 
consultant  to  the  American  Society  for  Public  Administration,  the 
American  University  School  of  International  Service,  the  Group 
for  the  Advancement  of  Psychiatry,  the  World  Federation  of  Mental 
Health  and  other  public  and  private  agencies.

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CHICAGO  --  David  M.  Kennedy,  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors 
and  chief  executive  officer  of  Continental  Illinois  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  of  Chicago,  will  deliver  the  commencement  address  at 
graduation  ceremonies  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  IIT 
President  John  T.  Rettaliata  announced  today.   The  commencement 
ceremonies  will  take  place  in  Grover  M.  Hermann  Hall  on  the  IIT 
campus,  beginning  at  8:15  p.m.,  January  25,  1964. 

Mr.  Kennedy  is  a  director  of  numerous  corporations,  and  a 
member  of  a  large  number  of  civic  committees.   He  is  chairman  of 
the  Mayor's  Committee  for  Economic  and  Cultural  Development  of 
Chicago,  and  of  the  Government  Borrowing  Committee  of  the  American 
Bankers  Association. 

He  has  been  associated  with  Continental  Illinois  since  1946, 
except  for  service  as  special  assistant  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  in  Washington,  D.  C.  ,  during  1953-54.   He  was  elected 
president  and  director  of  the  bank  in  1956,  and  assumed  his  present 
position  in  1959.   From  1930  to  1946  he  had  been  employed  by  the 
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board  of  governors  of  the  Federal  Reserve  System.   He  is  a  trustee 
of  the  University  of  Chicago;  St.  Lukes-Presbyterian  Hospital;

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CHICAGO  --  In  one  of  the  first  applications  of  the  principles 
of  fluid  dynamics  to  medical  research,  an  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  student  has  built  a  plastic  tube  model  to  study  the  human 
circulatory  system  considered  as  a  problem  in  mechanical  engineering, 
I  IT  announced  recently. 

"Our  goal  is  to  develop  equations  which  describe  the  flow  of 
blood  as  precisely  as  the  formulas  which  describe  water  flow," 
said  Richard  Erth,  the  mechanical  engineering  student  conducting 
this  research.   An  IIT  undergraduate,  Erth  received  support  for 
his  project  from  a  National  Science  Foundation  grant. 

"Water  is  homogeneous  and  its  flow  can  be  simply  described  by 
mathematical  models  and  equations,  but  blood  does  not  exhibit  the 
same  properties  throughout.   Blood  cells,  variable  viscosity, 
and  variable  flow  pattern  adds  to  the  difficulty  of  describing 
blood  flow  in  mathematical  terms,"  Erth  said.

Most  of  the  work  which  has  been  done  in  blood  flow  research 
has  been  done  by  physiologists,  and  on  the  human  body,  Erth  noted. 
"They  have  been  starting  at  the  wrong  end,"  he  added.   He  said  that 
a  basic  body  of  knowledge  about  the  mechanical  principles  of  blood 
flow  must  be  built  up  first.   Then  this  can  be  applied  to  the  human 
body . 

Citing  the  recent  trend  of  supplementing  the  findings  of 
biological  research  with  those  of  other  sciences  resulting  in 
bio-physics,  and  bio-electronics  (or  bionics),  Erth  noted  that  as  yet 
few  have  tried  to  combine  biology  with  mechanical  engineering.   He 
feels  that  such  a  combination  can  provide  physicians  and  physiologists 
with  valuable  information. 

"Already  various  medical  schools  have  allocated  funds  for 
mechanical  research  on  medical  problems,"  he  said.   "By  investigating 
the  mechanical  properties  of  human  tissues,  they  hope  to  find 
answers  to  such  questions  as  how  much  load  can  a  bone  stand  before 
cracking?   How  far  can  muscle  tissues  and  blood  vessels  stretch? 

Working  under  an  IIT  mechanical  engineering  instructor,  Erth 
built  his  own  equipment,  a  straight  lucite  tube  through  which  blood 
can  be  made  to  flow  at  various  rates.   As  the  blood  flows,  the  drop 
in  pressure  due  to  friction  (viscous  effects)  is  measured  over  a 
certain  part  of  the  tube. 

He  has  compared  his  pressure  drop  and  flow  rate  graphs  of  blood 
with  similar  graphs  of  water  and  is  in  the  process  of  interpreting 
his  results.

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CHICAGO  —  A  leading  Chica:>o  banker  said  tonight  that  this 
city  is  in  a  unique  position  for  attacicing  proLler-is  resulting, 
from  the  effect  of  technological  change  on  local  industries. 
This  statement  v^as  made  by  David  M.  Kennedy,  chairman  of  the 
board  of  Continental  Illinois  National  Ban::  and  Trust  Conpany 
of  Chicago  and  chairman  of  the  Mayor's  Comraittee  for  Economic 
and  Cultural  Developruent ,  in  an  address  given  at  the  coi^^raen cement 
exercises  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

In  the  ceretionies  v;hich  took  place  at  Grovcr  M.  Hermann 
Kail  on  the  IIT  caispus,  the  university  awarded  202  bachelor's 
degrees,  76  master's  degrees,  and  17  Ph.D.  degrees. 

Pointing  out  that  rapid  technological  change  poses  the 
problem  of  creating  enough  jobs  for  young,  untrained  people  and 
finding  ncv  jobs  for  displaced  workers,  Kennedy  predicted  that 
the  situation  r.ay  be  aggravated  as  i.ore  and  more  available  jobs 
call  for  a  level  of  training,  and  education  bcyono  the  scope  of 
the  worker  displaced  by  the  new  processes. 

"In  order  not  to  be  caught  off  guard,"  he  continued,  "the 
Mayor's  Committee  has  been  working  over  the  last  two  years  to 
try  to  pre-determine  what  effect  technological  change  will  have 
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upon  Chicago  industries.   tVe  initiated  a  unique  study  performed 
by  the  management  research  division  of  I.I.T.  Research  Institute. 
This  study  uas  sponsored  by  the  Ford  Foundation,  by  the  Chicago 
Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry,  by  the  city,  and  by 
leading  companies  farsightcd  enough  to  recognize  our  mutual 
responsibilities.   This  extensive  \iork    is  one  of  the  first 
undertaken  by  a  metropolitan  area  whicii  attempts  to  exaraino  in 
detail  the  impact  of  technology  on  a  city's  future." 

Kennedy  noted  that  the  director  of  the  United  States  Labor 
Department's  Office  of  Automation  and  Manpower  had  informed  him 
that  these  Chicago  programs  might  be  adapted  on  a  nationwide 
basis. 

"V.liile  we  understandably  talli  most  of  the  human  problem 
of  jobs,"  he  went  on,  "underneath  there  are  far-reaching  changes 
taking  place  in  the  relationship  between  business  and  government. 
Complicating  the  problem  is  the  increasingly  greater  cost  of  new 
processes  and  techniques,  whether  in  science  or  other  areas  of 
the  economy.   For  example,  we  are  now  worsting  on  supersonic 
airplanes  with  research  and  development  costs  of  well  ov'er  a 
billion  dollars  and  production  costs  upwards  of  l'Z5   million 
per  plane.   This  type  of  thing  creates  such  huge  physical  and 
financial  requirements  and  such  great  rislxs  that  the  call 
automatically  is  made  for  government  help.   In  the  process, 
some  of  our  traditional  forms  of  private  enterprise,  inC'i\/iciual 
initiative  and  individual  opportunities  are  being  submerged, 
or  at  least  substantially  ciianged." 
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"This  country  has  generated  the  highest  standard  of  living 
in  history  throu[ih  its  reliance  on  individual  enterprise." 
Kennedy  concluded,  "Nevertheless,  it  may  be  that  this  tendency 
of  having  the  government  become  increasinG,ly  iiaportant  in 
private  affairs — through  ever-;iro\vin[j,  regulation-  is  the  only 
answer  to  new  problems.   Personally,  I  do  not  believe  this  any 
more  now  than  I  did  in  the  past.   There  are  other  solutions  to 
our  problems.   Excessive  government  interference  can  only  mean 
a  trend  toward  mediocrity,  higher  costs,  lesser  growth  and 
progress,  and  solutions  based  mainly  on  political  expediency.''

CHICAGO  --  In  the  first  grant  of  its  kind  in  the  Chicago  area, 
the  National  Science  Foundation  has  awarded  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  support  for  a  special  eight -week  program  during  the 
summer  of  1964  of  intensive  mathematical  study  by  32  superior  high 
school  students  selected  from  all  over  the  United  States. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  provide  the  high-ability  student 
an  opportunity  to  do  his  best  work,  stimulated  by  other  excellent 
students  and  to  introduce  him  to  advanced  mathematics  not  covered 
in  the  traditional  high  school  curriculum.   The  program  is  also 
designed  to  help  the  young  student  to  decide,  at  a  very  early  stage 
in  his  development,  whether  or  not  he  really  wishes  to  become  a 
mathematician  or  a  scientist. 

The  participating  students,  all  high-school  seniors,  will 
meet  five  days  a  week,  from  June  29,  1964  until  August  21,  1964. 
They  will  all  take  the  same  program  of  three  courses;   Elementary 
Number  Theory;  Elementary  Probability  and  Statistics;  and  Digital 
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Computer  Design,  Programming  and  Applications.   The  program  will 

be  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Willis  B.  Caton,  associate  professor 

of  mathematics  and  Dr.  Haim  Reingold,  chairman  of  the  I IT  mathematics 

department.   At  all  times  the  students  will  be  under  the  supervision 

of  special  counselors,  who  will  live  with  them  in  their  dormitories. 

Students  will  be  selected  on  the  basis  of  their  high  school  records, 
particularly  in  mathematics,  their  I.Q.  scores, marks  on  college 
entrance  examinations,  and  a  letter  from  the  applicant's  high  school 
mathematics  teacher  concerning  the  student's  ability  and  potential 
toward  becoming  a  mathematician  or  scientist.   Each  applicant  will 
also  be  asked  to  write  a  250-wGri  essay  explaining  why  he  wishes  to 
enter  the  program,  what  he  hopes  to  get  out  of  it,  and  the  nature  of 
his  plans  for  college  and  future  scientific  studies. 

The  faculty  and  administration  of  IIT  have  been  concerned  for 
some  time  with  the  acute  and  growing  nationwide  shortage  of  competent 
mathematicians.   In  a  recent  speech,  IIT  President  John  T.  Rettaliata 
pointed  out,  "Although  Chicago  is  generally  rich  in  its  higher 
educational  resources,  these  institutions  are  educating  nowhere 
near  the  number  of  mathematics  majors  that  one  might  expect."   In 
order  to  help  rectify  this  situation,  since  1958  the  IIT  mathematics 
department  has,  with  NSF  support,  conducted  full-time, summer  and 
part-time  "institutes"  for  secondary  teachers  of  mathematics,  and 
has  conducted  institutes  for  high-ability  high-school  students  on 

-more- 
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Saturdays  during  the  academic  year.  These  latter,  however,  were 
strictly  for  students  living  within  a  50  mile  radius  of  Chicago, 
rather  than  nationwide  in  scope,  as  is  the  new  summer  institute. 

The  NSF  grant  for  the  summer  institute  is  $16,335.   No  academic 
credit  is  given  for  participation,  but  high  school  principals  will 
be  asked  to  note  completion  of  the  program  in  the  students'  school 
records .

CHICAGO  —  Scientific  efforts  to  make  lightning  strike  always  in 
the  same  place  may  result  in  more  reliable  and  therefore  more  efficient 
and  less  expensive  electric  service  to  consumer  and  industry,  Dr. 
Edwin  Whitehead,  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  professor  of  electrical 
engineering,  said  last  week. 

Whitehead  has  invented  a  simple,  low  cost  instrument  which  registers 
the  path  taken  by  electric  current  following  a  lightning  stroke  to 
a  power  transmission  system.   Describing  the  instrument's  purpose,  at 
the  winter  power  meeting  (held  in  New  York)  of  the  Institute  of  Electrical 
and  Electronic  Engineers,  Whitehead  said,  "It  should  give  us  information 
about  the  path  of  lightning  strokes,  which  will  lead  to  the  redesign 
of  that  part  of  the  power  transmission  system  which  most  frequently 
causes  power  failures  due  to  lightning." 

"With  the  number  of  automated  industries  increasing  constantly, 

power  failures,  even  of  the  most  temporary  nature,  are  often  crucial," 

Whitehead  said.   "A  power  failure  lasting  only  a  few  seconds  may  be 

extremely  serious  to  institutions  such  as  hospitals,  and  can  cost  an 
automated  industry  thousands  of  dollars  in  spoilage.   Reliable  methods 
Df  preventing  lightning  from  causing  electrical  power  failures  are  fast 
becoming  a  necessity,"  he  added, 

-more- 
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Working  inductively,  by  analyzing  lightning  data  yielded  by  the 
pathfinder,  scientists  should  arrive  at  a  general  law  describing  how 
lightning  strikes  power  transmission  systems,   Electrical  engineers  could 
then  design  future  high  voltage  lines  in  accordance  with  such  theory  to 
insure  that  lightning  strikes  only  on  one  insulated  area  of  the  tower. 
fVhitehead  noted  that  current  theories  of  lightning  paths  are  unreliable 
ind  unscientific. 

He  said  that  power  failures  due  to  lightning  are  essentially  due 
to  two  kinds  of  trouble.   Lightning  may  strike  the  extra  high  voltage 
tower  itself,  or  it  may  strike  the  electrical  conductor  resulting  in 
slectrical  failure  at  the  point  where  the  power  transmission  wires  are 
-onnected  to  the  tower.   "Lack  of  an  accurate  scientific  method  of 
Lightning  prediction  prevents  the  power  industry  from  knowing  which  of 
these  occurs  most  frequently,"  Whitehead  said. 

When  the  pathfinder  is  attached  to  a  power  transmission  system, 
it  "inspects"  every  lightning  stroKe  which  causes  an  interruption  in 
electric  service  and  records  the  direction  taken  by  the  electric  current 

from  the  lightning.   It  leaves  a  clear  permanent  signal  indicating  the 
Dart  of  the  power  line  struck  by  the  lightning.   The  signal  can  be  easily 
read  from  the  ground  or  a  helicopter, 

The  current  research  program,  sponsored  by  Edison  Electric  Institute, 
Involves  testing  700  pathfinders  over  50  miles  of  transmission  line, 
rhen  approximately  7000  of  the  instruments  will  be  installed  on  hundreds 
>f  miles  of  transmission  line  for  a  five-year  period.

Motorola  President  Robert  W.  Galvin  stated  that  his  company  was 
giving  the  computer  and  auxiliary  equipment,  originally  valued  in 
excess  of  $120,000,  to  I  IT  because  of  Motorola's  interest,  as  a 
Chicago-based  firm,  in  promoting  scientific  and  technological  education 
and  research  in  the  Chicago  area . 

The  computer,  which  is  housed  in  Siegel  Hall,  the  electrical 
engineering  department  building  on  the  I IT  campus,  is  expected  to 
become  operational  during  the  Spring  of  1964. 

"This  electronic  analog  computing  equipment  will  tremendously 
enhance  the  capability  of  the  department  and  the  university  for 
carrying  out  the  various  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  of  courses 
and  research,"  said  Dr.  Clyde  H.  Hoffman,  associate  professor  of  electrical 
engineering,  under  whose  direction  the  computer  will  be  operated. 

-more- 
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Dr.  Hoffman  described  the  Motorola  gift  as  "general  purpose  analog 
simulation  equipment  consisting  of  over  100  operational  amplifiers, 
20  electronic  multipliers,  6  servo-multipliers,  and  6,  diode  function 
generators . " 

"The  basic  function  of  a  general  purpose  electronic  analog  computer," 
Hoffman  continued,  "is  to  simulate  the  behavior  of  physical  systems 
through  the  solution  of  the  linear  and  non-linear  differential  equations 
which  describe  these  systems.   Typical  applications  of  this  type  of 
equipment  arise  in  the  study  of  dynamic  systems  such  as  those  encountered 
in  the  design  and  analysis  of  automatic  feedback  control  systems  for 
aerospace  vehicles,  manufacturing  and  process  plants,  and  electronic 
systems.   Work  using  this  type  of  equipment  has  also  been  done  in  a 
number  of  interdisciplinary  efforts  to  apply  the  computer  to  the 
simulation  of  biological,  economic,  and  other  'non-technological'  areas." 

Hoffman  pointed  out  that  the  computer  is  set  up  so  that  a  maximum 
of  operational  flexibility  can  be  achieved.   It  can  be  operated  as  one 
large  installation  utilizing  the  full  capability  of  all  the  equipment 
for  the  solution  of  complex  problems  arising  in  the  various  research 
activities  at  IIT,  he  said,  or  it  can  be  operated  as  four  separate, 
small  computers  which  will  permit  individual  student  groups  simultaneously 
to  study  problems  related  to  their  course  and  research  work. 

"Initially,"  Hoffman  concluded,  "the  equipment  will  be  used  in 
connection  with  the  Feedback  System  Theory  courses  presently  being 
offered  by  the  electrical  engineering  department.   Future  offerings  are 
planned  to  give  specific  instruction  in  the  theory  and  design  of 
electronic  analog  computing  equipment."

CHICAGO  --  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  in  cooperation  with 
he  American  Medical  Association,  will  hold  an  eight-week  Institute 
or  Medical  Writing  in  the  summer  of  1964.   This  project,  which  will 
un  from  June  29  to  August  21,  forms  part  of  a  long-range  program 
esigned  to  improve  the  level  of  medical  communications,  and  to  introduce 
ledical  students  to  the  problems  and  opportunities  of  medical  journalism. 

The  institute  is  the  second  such  program  to  be  offered  under  AMA 
ponsorship.   The  1963  program  was  experimental  and  the  experience 
elped  establish  principles  and  guidelines  which  can  now  be  applied  to 
he  new  institute. 

Dr.  Albert  J.  Brouse ,  professor  of  language,  literature  and 
hilosophy,  will  be  in  charge  of  the  I IT  portion  of  the  joint  undertaking, 
he  regular  instructional  staff  of  the  institute  will  consist  in  part 
f  members  of  the  editorial  staff  of  the  Journal  of  the  AMA  and  partly 
f  IIT  faculty  members. 

Brouse  also  is  in  charge  of  coordinating  a  unique  science  writing 
rogram  at  IIT  offering  a  four-year  course  leading  to  a  bachelor's 
agree  in  science  writing,  and  a  graduate  course  that  confers  a  master's 
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egree  in  science  information.   Faculty  members  of  this  program  will 
articipate  in  the  summer  institute  of  medical  writing. 

Ten  to  twelve  students  will  be  selected  for  the  summer  institute 
rom  medical  schools  throughout  the  country  on  the  basis  of  their 
cademic  records  and  journalistic  or  literary  interest  and  experience. 

senior  fellowship  will  also  be  offered,  designed  for  a  physician 
ho  has  completed  his  residency  training,  who  is  seriously  interested 
n  medical  journalism,  and  who  is  willing  to  spend  a  year  at  the 
ditorial  offices  of  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association 
ecuring  practical  experience. 

The  curriculum  of  the  Institute  for  Medical  Writing  will  have 
ive  components:   Instruction  and  practice  in  basic  writing  and  editing 
pecifically  oriented  toward  medical  subjects;  stylistic  and  semantic 
nalysis,  without  restriction  to  the  medical  field;  analysis  and 
valuation  of  the  wide  range  of  medical  journals;  and  intensive  work  in 
wo  areas  of  medical  writing--the  editorial  and  the  book  review,

Ee  then  asserted  that  people  generally  ignore  the  vast 
ilferences  betv/een  the  world  as  v/e  want  to  see  it,  and  the  vjoi-ld  as  it 
ctually  is;  where  the  "good  guys"  don't  alv/ays  win,  where  self  interest 
ad  power  organizations  rule. 

Alinsicy  asserted  that  when  large  groups  ox  people  are  consistently 
lienated  and  prohibited  from  participating  in  the  dominant  culture  they 
Bcorae  progressively  discouraged  and  apathetic,  until  they  are  ready  to 
hrow  themselves  at  the  feet  of  a  dictator. 
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Co-founder  of  the  Chicago  Back  of  the  Yards  Neighborhood  Council, 
.insky  is  now  advising  The  Y^oodlav/n  Organization  (TWO)  ,  the  Northwest 
(mniunity  Organization  (NCO)  and  community  organization  projects 
iroughout  the  country.

CHICAGO  —  Dr.  Stanley  M.  Block,  professor  and  director  of  the 
department  of  industrial  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
returned  Monday,  April  27,  from  an  extensive  lecture  tour  of  the 
Far  East  sponsored  by  the  Japan  Management  Association  for  professional 
engineers  and  managers. 

The  principal  purpose  of  Block's  tour  was  to  conduct  two  five-day 
seminars  in  Japan  on  the  subjects  "V/ork  Measurement  by  Work  Sampling" 
and  "Development  of  Standard  Time  Data."   While  in  Japan,  Block 
visited  a  number  of  industries  and  some  of  the  country's  leading 
engineering  schools.   He  was  accompanied,  while  in  Japan,  by  a 
former  student,  Take j i  Kadota,  who  acted  as  guide  and  interpreter. 

Block  also  visited  Honolulu,  Manila,  Hong  Kong,  Taipei  (Formosa), 
and  Anchorage,  Alaska.   During  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  trip, 
which  lasted  more  than  a  month,  he  was  accompanied  by  his  wife. 
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CHICAGO  --  The  first  United  States  deep-diving  submarine  for 
oceanographic  research  is  being  evaluated  for  stability  by  faculty 
and  students  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

This  submarine,  named  Alvin,  will  be  independent  of  its  mother 
ship,  will  have  directional  control,  and  will  move  freely  at  about 
3  knots  at  depths  to  3  miles.   It  will  consist  basically  of  a  sphere 
made  of  steel  inside  a  fiber  glass  hull  and  will  accommodate  two 
people.   It  will  also  have  an  "arm"  for  picking  things  up  from  the 
ocean  floor.   Wood's  Hole  Oceanographic  Institute  is  perfecting  the 
submarine  for  the  United  States  Navy, 

I IT'S  project,  directed  by  Dr «  T.  Paul  Torda ,  professor  of 
mechanical  and  aerospace  engineering,  is  to  evaluate  the  submarine's 
stability  when  it  is  surfaced  in  turbulent  seas.   "We  know  Alvin  is 
stable  in  calm  weather,  but  we  must  determine  whether  it  can  surface 
in  very  choppy  seas .  .  . if  not,  it  will  be  useless  as  a  tool  for 
conducting  oceanographic  research,  since  men  and  instruments  must 
move  in  and  out  of  it  even  in  rough  weather,"  Torda  said. 
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Torda  and  the  students  are  testing  a  model  of  Alvin,  scaled  to 
one-quarter  size,  but  retaining  the  same  weight  distribution  as  the 
actual  vessel.   Therefore,  when  the  model  is  partially  submerged, 
waves  affect  it  in  the  same  way  that  similar  surface  conditions  would 
affect  Alvin. 

Great  Lakes  Naval  Training  Station  and  Evanston  (111.)  High 
School  are  cooperating  with  IIT  in  the  project,  and  preliminary  tests 
are  being  conducted  in  the  high  school  swimming  pool.   Evanston  students 
are  working  on  the  project  with  IIT  undergraduate  and  graduate  students. 

"This  project  gives  students  an  opportunity  to  find  out  what 
research  is  all  about.   Nobody  yet  knows  how  Alvin  will  work,  so 
students  can't  follow  their  usual  pattern  of  looking  up  the  answers 
in  a  book,"  Torda  said. 

Final  tests  will  be  conducted  this  spring  at  Great  Lakes  Naval 
Training  Station  on  Lake  Michigan,  where  the  lake  has  surface  conditions 
similar  to  the  ocean's  surface. 

Results  of  the  tests  will  enable  the  IIT  researchers  to  establish 
a  stable  weight  distribution  of  the  submarine.   And  Woods  Hole  Institute 
;can  continue  to  develop  Alvin  even  if  subsequent  design  modifications 
should  be  necessary  in  the  initial  weight  distribution  of  the  vessel. 
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William  Hermann,  an  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
graduate  mechanical  and  aerospace  engineering  student  demonstrates 
a  quarter-size  model  of  the  first  United  States  deep-diving 
submarine  for  oceanographic  research.   The  full  scale  vessel  is 
now  under  construction  for  Woods  Hole  Oceanographic  Institute. 

IIT  faculty  and  students  are  evaluating  the  model's 
stability  in  the  Evanston  High  School  swimming  pool  (Evanston, 
111.)  and  will  conduct  experiments  this  summer  in  Lake  Michigan 
to  observe  the  model's  stability  under  varying  surface  conditions.

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CHICAGO  —  Daniel  A.  Sullivan,  retired  executive  of  Commonwealth 
Edison  Co.,  Chicago,  was  presented  with  a  citation  for  distinguished 
service  at  the  All-Engineers  Dinner  during  the  26th  annual  American 
Power  Conference,  held  in  Chicago  April  14-16. 

The  award,  presented  by  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  which  sponsors  the  conference,  and 
Dr.  R.  A.  Budenholzer,  conference  director,  cites  Mr.  Sullivan  for 
having  "contributed  greatly  to  our  country  in  war  and  in  peace,  to 
the  preservation  of  the  free  enterprise  system,  and  to  the  advancement 
of  the  power  industry."   He  is  praised  for  his  "outstanding  achievements 
as  an  engineer,  organizer,  renowned  leader  and  patriot." 

Sullivan  served  as  a  naval  officer  during  World  War  I  and  as 
coordinator  of  the  Utility  Wartime  Aid  Program  during  World  War  II, 
for  which  he  received  the  Presidential  Medal  of  Honor  from  President 
Truman.   He  was  founder  and  executive  director  of  the  National  Military- 
Industrial  Conference  and  was  chairman  of  the  Industry  Committee  of 
the  American  Power  Conference. 

Mr.  Sullivan  retired  recently  after  serving  33  years  with  the 
Commonwealth  Edison  Company,  and  is  now  a  special  consultant  to  the 
Department  of  Defense.   He  lives  at  314  W.  Suttonfield,  Fort  V^'ayne,  Indiana 
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CHICAGO  —  A  record  academic  budget  of  approximately  $11  million 
for  1964-65  has  been  authorized  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Lester  Armour,  Chairman  of  the  IIT  Board, 
announced  today.   The  new  budget  represents  a  $1  million  increase 
over  the  budget  for  the  1963-64  academic  year„   Armour  said  that 
this  is  the  second  straight  year  that  the  university  has  increased 
its  operating  budget  by  a  million  dollars. 

During  the  four-year  period  since  the  academic  year  1960-61, 
the  IIT  academic  budget  has  grown  from  $7.6  million  to  the  announced 
$11  million,  an  increase  of  better  than  45  percent.   During  the  same 
period,  the  instructional  budget  (expenditures  for  faculty  and  supporting 
personnel  and  equipment)  has  increased  by  66  percent.   Average  faculty 
salaries  for  1964-65  will  be  up  7  percent  over  the  current  year  and 
33  percent  greater  than  the  average  for  1960-61. 

The  decade  of  the  sixties  is  one  of  accelerating  development  for 
IIT,  Armour  said.   During  the  past  thirty-six  months,  some  forty 
new  faculty  appointments  have  been  made,  a  new  engineering  curriculum 


-more- 
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has  been  adopted,  eight  new  graduate  and  undergraduate  degree  programs 
have  been  instituted,  largely  in  fields  of  the  humanities  and  social 
sciences,  and  three  new  centers  for  inter-disciplinary  education 
and  research  have  been  established.   New  facilities  completed  during 
this  period  include  eight  residence  halls,  Grover  M.  Hermann  Hall 
($3,000,000  campus  union  building),  and  the  new  John  Crerar  Library 
building. 

I IT  Center  is  currently  operating  on  a  combined  budget  of 
$36,700,000.   Construction  of  over  $13  million  in  new  facilities  is 
now  underway,  the  two  major  projects  being  a  $10  million,  20  story 
research  facility  for  IIT  Research  Institute  and  a  $2.2  million 
building  for  expanded  programs  of  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology.

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CHICAGO  —  Craig  V/aryjas,  an  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
senior  mechanical  and  aerospace  engineering  major,  took  first 
place  in  the  American  Institute  of  Aeronautics  and  Astronautics 
midwest  student  competition. 

He  competed  v/ith  students  from  twenty  midwest  colleges  to 
present  a  paper  at  the  AIAA  conference  in  St.  Louis,  and  was 
one  of  six  chosen.   In  addition  to  a  $150.00  prize,  Waryjas 
won  a  free  trip  to  Washington  this  summer  to  compete  in  the  AIAA 
final,  nationwide  student  competition. 

V/aryjas*  paper  deals  with  a  problem  in  solid  rocket  fuel. 
In  the  motor,  the  propellant  (a  solid,  amorphous  substance)  must 
remain  in  one  piece  if  it  is  to  burn  at  a  constant  rate.   If  one 
side  burns  even  slightly  faster  than  the  other,  the  rocket  may 
veer  off  course.   "Rocket  companies  try  to  solve  this  problem 
by  trial  and  error,  a  costly  and  often  inaccurate  method," 
Waryjas  pointed  out. 

Utilizing  past  approaches  to  the  problem  which  assumed 
unreal  conditions,  Waryjas  solved  the  problem  as  far  as  it  can 
be  solved  analytically.   He  assumed  materials  actually  used  in 
rocket  motors,  but  he  had  to  assume  that  the  propellant  remains 
at  constant  temperature.   "The  problem  cannot  be  solved  further 
now,  without  practical  tests,"  Waryjas  concluded.

CHICAGO  --  A  two-year  program  of  expansion  and  refurbishing  of 
e  chemical  research  laboratories  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

a  total  cost  of  $173,000,  was  announced  today  by  Dr.  Arthur  E.  Martell, 
airman  of  IIT's  department  of  chemistry. 

Of  the  total  cost,  Martell  said,  approximately  half  will  be 
ntributed  by  the  National  Science  Foundation,  while  the  rest  will  be 
rnished  by  I IT  from  non-governmental  sources. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  I IT 
emistry  building  for  graduate  and  post-doctoral  research  by  improving 
e  present  laboratories  and  by  the  addition  of  more  research  laboratories 

Martell  pointed  out  that  the  research  activities  of  his  department 
ve  increased  rapidly  in  recent  years,  and  should  continue  to  increase, 
a  result  of  the  growth  that  has  occurred  in  graduate  school  enrollment, 
the  academic  staff,  and  in  the  number  of  post-doctoral  scientists 
sociated  with  them.

The  award,  which  was  conferred  upon  Prof.  Hilberseiraer  for  "his 
rotable  contribution  in  education  and  literature,"  will  be  presented 
it  the  1964  convention  of  the  AIA,  to  be  held  in  St.  Louis  on  June  18. 

Last  year  the  Chicago  Junior  Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry 
aamed  Hilberseiraer  "Chicagoan  of  the  Year  in  Architecture  and  Engineering" 
for  his  contributions  in  the  field  of  city  and  regional  planning.   In 
lis  book  The  Nature  of  Cities,  published  in  1956,  Hilberseiraer  outlined 
i  replanned  Chicago  extending  as  far  as  the  Fox  River  in  the  city's 
western  suburbs.   Under  his  plan,  the  Chicago  inhabitants  would  be 
protected  frora  such  current  problems  as  slums,  traffic  hazards,  air 
pollution,  parking  problems  and  wild  suburbanization. 
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Hilberseimer ,  a  native  of  Karlsruhe,  Germany,  has  received  many 
awards  for  his  world-wide  contributions  to  city  and  regional  planning. 
In  1928  he  founded  the  department  of  city  planning  at  the  Bauhaus, 
famed  pre-war  German  school  of  design.   It  was  there  that  he  became 
a  colleague  of  Ludwig  Hies  van  der  Rohe ,  with  whom  he  moved  to  the 
United  States  in  1938.   Like  Mies,  Kilberseimer  joined  the  faculty  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Hilberseimer  is  the  author  of  several  other  books,  among  them.

Instruction  will  be  given  by  staff  members  of  the  I IT  Reading  Services, 
nd  the  five  to  eight  week  program  will  meet  on  the  I IT  campus,  and  at 
he  following  Chicago  area  schools:   North  Shore  Country  Day  School, 
entral  School  in  Glencoe,  and  Harvard-St -  George  School. 

"The  program  will  be  particularly  useful  to  junior  and  senior  high 
chool  students  and  for  high  school  graduates,"  Millstein  said,  "because 
t  will  teach  the  students  how  to  learn,  how  to  study,  and  how  to 
iscriminate  between  the  important  and  the  unimportant." 

"Students  planning  to  go  to  college  will  learn  comprehension,  note 
aking,  study  and  speed  techniques,"  he  added.

"Once  we  penetrate  the  secret 
of  this  bacteria's  amazing  resistance  to  nuclear  radiation,  we  will 
be  able  to  preserve  food  by  radiation,  a  technique  which  will  save 
millions  of  dollars  in  food  waste  and  spoilage,"  Grecz  asserted.

I      "The  purpose  of  this  meeting  is  to  bring  together  more  than  150 
scientists  working  in  photosensitization  to  discuss  recent  advances," 
according  to  Dr.  Leonard  Grossweiner,  IIT  professor  of  physics  and 
conference  program  chairman. 

■I      "Approximately  25  scientists  from  England,  France,  Germany, 
Hungary  J  Italy „  Japan,  Switzerland,  and  the  U.  S.  will  speak  at  this 
meeting,"  Grossweiner  said. 

I      Grossweiner  noted  a  panel  discussion  to  summarize  the  most 
significant  aspects  of  photosensitization  as  a  special  feature  of  the 
conference.   Conference  topics  include  energy  and  electron  transfer, 
sensitization  of  electrical  and  chemical  effects  in  organic  solids, 
plastics,  zinc  oxide  and  silver  halides,  and  biological  sensitization 
in  photosynthesis  and  vision. 

'     The  office  of  Naval  Research,  the  National  Institutes  of  Health, 
and  the  Air  Force  Cambridge  Research  Laboratories  contributed  financial 
support  to  the  conference . 
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CHICAGO  —  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  been  awarded 
a  research  grant  of  $37,843  by  the  National  Institute  of  Health  for 
a  study  of  how  man  structures  the  space  around  him  in  his  daily  life 

The  research  project  will  be  carried  out  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Edward  T.  Hall,  IIT  professor  of  anthropology.   Dr.  Hall,  who  is 
the  author  of  the  well-known  book,  "The  Silent  Language,"  and  who 
coined  the  word  "proxemics"  for  the  scientific  study  of  the  use  of 
space  as  a  means  of  communication,  points  out  that  the  relative 
positions  and  normal  distance  between  people  engaged  in  conversation 
varies  widely  from  culture  to  culture. 

"A  lack  of  knowledge  of  these  differences  leads  to  difficulties 
between  persons  with  different  cultural  backgrounds,"  Hall  said. 

"Latin  Americans  and  Southern  Europeans  tend  to  stand  much 
closer  together  when  talking  than  do  Americans  or  Englishmen,"  Hall 
continued.   "Thus,"  he  said,  "when  an  American  is  engaged  in 
conversation  with  someone  who  approaches  him  too  closely,  he  is 
likely  to  consider  the  other  person  'pushy'  and  has  a  tendency  to 
back  off.   The  Latin  interprets  this  backing  away  and  maintenance  of 
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of  what  to  him  is  an  unnatural  distance  as  coldness,  remoteness,  or 
indifference  on  the  part  of  the  American." 

Hall  has  been  conducting  research  on  proxemics  for  a  number  of 
years.   In  the  present  project,  he  intends  to  concentrate  on 
proxemic  differences  between  various  minority  groups  in  the  United 
States  and  the  dominant  culture.   He  notes  that  lack  of  understanding 
of  these  differences  can  lead  to  a  feeling  of  alienation  by  members 
of  minorities.

CHICAGO  —  A  grant  of  $225,000  has  been  awarded  to  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  by  the  National  Science  Foundation  for  the 
expansion  of  the  IIT  Computation  Center,  Dr ,  John  T.  Rettaliata, 
president  of  IIT  announced  today. 

The  award  will  be  used  to  secure  a  larger  and  more  powerful 
computer  system  than  the  university  possesses  at  present,  according 
to  Dr,  Peter  G.  Lykos,  director  of  the  center. 

Lykos  explained  that  research  at  IIT  has  reached  the  point  where 
its  present  and  projected  computational  needs  require  considerable 
expansion  of  the  university's  computational  center.   There  is  a 
substantial  and  rapidly  growing  research-related  utilization  of 
computer  facilities  by  members  of  the  IIT  faculty  and  graduate  students, 
he  sa  id . 

Lykos  also  pointed  out  that  the  IIT  computation  center  offers 

academic  courses  in  computer  science  and  technology  to  both  graduate 

and  undergraduate  students,  and  that  a  computer  course  is  required  for 

all  science  and  engineering  majors  at  the  university.   He  also  noted 

that  IIT  makes  time  on  its  computers  available  to  its  students  without 

charge . 
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During  the  last  academic  year,  Lykos  said,  IIT  has  offered  a 
unique  opportunity  for  high  school  teachers  and  students  in  the  Chicago 
area  to  take  introductory  courses  in  computer  technology  on  Saturdays 
and  during  the  summer.   More  than  2300  high  school  students  and  170 
teachers  have  completed  these  courses  to  date. 

The  new  system  will  consist  of  an  IBM  7040  computer,  which  has 
a  core  storage  capacity  of  32,000  words,  and  a  smaller  IBM  1401  computer, 
which  will  do  printing  and  data  preparation  for  the  larger  machine. 
The  computers  are  scheduled  to  go  into  operation  on  September  1,  1964. 

In  the  meantime,  Lykos  said,  intensive  courses  in  the  use  of 
the  computers  will  be  given  this  summer  to  IIT  faculty  members  and 
graduate  students. 

New  and  larger  quarters  for  the  computation  center  are  now  being 
prepared  on  the  IIT  campus,  Lykos  indicated. 
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CHICAGO  —  Foam  rubber  suction  earmuffs  recently  shielded  an 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  student  from  the  roar  as  he  fired 
the  first  test  run  of  a  liquid  fuel  missile  engine  designed  and  built 
on  that  campus. 

'       "In  full  operation  the  rocket's  roar  is  well  above  the  level 
at  which  human  beings  can  stand  the  pain,"  said  John  Blair,  I  IT 
associate  professor  of  aerospace  engineering  and  advisor  on  the 
rocket  project. 

I       Designed  and  built  by  staff  and  students  of  the  IIT  mechanical 
and  aerospace  engineering  department  over  the  past  three  years, 
the  rocket  project  was  partially  supported  by  funds  from  the  National 
Science  Foundation  undergraduate  research  program. 

J       A  stationary  rocket  model  had  been  designed  several  years  ago 
by  the  Rome  &  Haas  Corp.  in  Huntsville,  Alabama.   Using  their  rocket 
as  a  model,  the  IIT  rocket  motor  differs  from  the  original  in  that 
it  can  run  continuously,  and  yield  test  information  on  thrust,  fuel 
burning  rate,  the  effects  of  nozzle  design  and  other  important 
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criteria  of  missile  engine  performance.   Blair  pointed  out  that 
before  the  modifications,  it  was  not  possible  to  operate  the  rocket 
engine  continuously  due  to  the  extreme  temperatures  and  supersonic 
gas  flows  which  existed  throughout  the  unit. 

Blair  emphasized  that  IIT ' s  sole  purpose  in  constructing  this 
demonstration  rocket  is  as  an  undergraduate  experimental  teaching 
device  in  the  area  of  space  propulsion.   It  will  be  used  in  the 
undergraduate  mechanical  and  aerospace  laboratories. 

William  Hermann,  an  undergraduate  aerospace  engineering  student, 
spent  the  last  year  and  a  half  in  the  final  stages  of  design  and 
construction  of  this  unit.   He  cited  a  motorized  fuel  pump  as  one 
important  advantage  this  rocket  has  over  other  stationary  rockets. 
It  gives  far  safer  and  surer  starting  results  than  were  previously 
possible , 
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
